Transport of Gold from Cariboo. 

Already we have to regret tho occurrence 
in British Columbia of several dreadful murdcis, 
which it seems to be tho fate of every gold 
coantry to be tho scone. The harrowing de- 
tails given in our yesterday's issue show tis 
what wo must be prepared to expect, and it is 
with a sicN'onintj sensation at heart \vc fuel 
that more ol'tbo same desperate deeds will yet 
be done. All the inciteinoiits of avarice 
working upon a soil well prepared, ;-ill the op- 
portnnities of cornmittin;,' the most desperate 
deeds with the greatest iinpnniiy are nid'oi-tn- 
nately combined, and ccist lo the lullest extent 
ill the neighboring Colony. The greed of gold 
has brought together men ol the most varied 
character and standicg — men whose histories, 
if written, would be stranger far than the most 
elaborate fiction evei- contained. Among so 
many we miist be prepared lo meet some guilty 
of every crime in the calendar. It has been 
so in California and Australia, and it will be 
BO here. Moreover, there is no calculating to 
what jiiich of dc.'pcration honest men arc 
Boinetinies driven to by misfortune. Men who 
previously would have shuddered at the idea 
of their being guilty of a crime, become ut- 
terly reckless and iiidillercnt as to what befuls 
them, nud arc ready to pltingc into anything 
that promises present relief, no matter at what 
cost. As long as the temptation exists there 
will be found those who will not shrink 
from roijbcry, and, i( necessary, mnrdir. 
Vast amounts of treasure have been this year 
obtained at Cariboo, Ijiit is principally in the 
hands of a few. A great innnbor havu liecn 
as yet unsuccessful, owing to the high price of 
provisions, and have been obliged to give up 
all hopes for the present of making anything. 
Tho road to tho upper country is through an 
almost unpopulated region, of the very wildest 
description. Thus we have everything to favor 
the commission of the robbery of any goM 
pasaiug down, not properly protected. Jii 
Australia a aoniewliat similar state ol things 
at first existed, with the important dillereiice 
that a very lai'gc proportion ol 'lie popiilation 
were well known criminals. 'I'liere it was 
found iieeessai-y lo send doivii all tlie gold 
under the charge of an aniieil escort, hul the 
robbers had the temerity even to attack that 
upon some one or two occasions. It may yet 
be found expedient lo organize a similar body 
in British Columljia lor a like purpose. There 
must be a great ([nantity of gold now at the 
mines, awaiting an opportunity for sending it 
down. We all know how anxious merchants 
in town arc to receive remittances for the 
goods sent up during the spring and summer, 
and what a great inconvenience it would en- 
tail upon the corainuiiity to allow so much 
treasure to remain idle at the mines till the 
fall, as it tiius'., unless some means be devised 
for its sale conveyance. One thing is certain, 
the roads cannot be lined with ])olice. AVe 
have no population along the line of travel 
to enable iis to do tlmt ; conscqiienlly any who 
do come down with imiiey, and many will try 
it, will bo exposed to the .same liitc as those 
unfortunate murdered men above alluded to — 
till tho Government may bo obliged ultimately 
to step in and take the matter io its owu 
liaods.. It. tberofpre becomes a matter of con- 
sideration whether it would not be better to 
organi/.e a (iold Escort at once, and levy a 
jjer cenlage on all gold it may bring down, to 
jiay the cxi)cr:a.\

dollar nnd gave it to an Indian named Char- 
ley to go to Xclson and get a bottle of whisky. 
It appears that the Indinn did ns ho was bid, 
ind brought a bottle of whisky hack lo the 
eonslable, \vlioreii|)mi the constable started oli 
'0 a bar-ronm kepi by .\. Tengol, and lool;ed 
m hi.i cash drawer and jiieked up the -.narkeil 
half dollar. He then started olV and saw Nel- 
son — liaiideiill'ed him. and took him into cus- 
tody. About a (piartcr of an hour after he 
had him handcuffed, bo served the warrant on 
him. Nelsoii usked him to road it for him ; 
but the crnvslablc replied by iintling the wnr- 
i runt on the prisoner's breast, and saying : 
I "This is all I have to do ; it don't lake a 
j man that has been to college to be a con- 
I stable ;" and then ]mt the warrant into his 
' iioekct again. The conslable can ncillicr lead 
I nor write his own name. The case was 
brought before Jfr. Franklyn a couple of days 
after this occurrcueo, and entlcd as I'ollow.s : 
'The eomslabla .sworo to Iho maiked half- 
dollar, and Iho Iiiduin sware that Nelson 
gave him tho whisky, but tlio bar-keeper 
of the liouso where the money was found 
swore that Nelson came there for wliksky 
bnt could not swear whether Nelson gave a 
lialf dollar or two ([uarlers. Tho coiislable'.s 
daugliler, a girl 10 years old, swore that she 
saw her lather iiiiirk a half-dollar, but could 
not swear to the one shown in court. On 
Ibis evideiiee, no far as 1 can learn, Mr. 
I'raiiklyii senloiiced the prisoner to pay ' a 
tine of i'lO, or '^<i lo pri,--on for six mrmlhs. 
The prisoner did not pay the fine, aiul was 
conseipieiilly sent to prison. Tho day after 
he was eominittod, the (Jonstable sold his 
ebattels at tiuetioii, nnd the people .say that 
tho gooils were actually given away, llo 
sold everything, even his tools, (Nelson 
worked here at tho carpenter trade) and 
whilo ho was awaiting tho arrival of a 
■■ichnoner to take him to Vicloiia, iho eun- 
stahlo had him laying a new lljor in his 
(the eoiustable's) house and sharpening his 
(Iho coiisiable'ti) tools, formerly Ihe property 
of Nelson !
